NORTHERN MINISTRY’S 
NOTES. 


: | 


In the Northern Ministry of Agriculture's 
farm notes for January attention is drawn to 
the fact that it is not yet too late to apply 
phesphatic manures to pasture and meadow 
lands. The selection and boxing of 
potatoes, if not already done, should be 
undertaken without further delay as oppor 
tunity occurs. In cross-Channel centres 
potato-growers are exercising considerable 
care in dressing their ware, using a 2-inch, 
instead of, as formerly, a 13-inch, mesh 
riddle, so that only large and even samples 
are placed on the market, 

Cows coming towards calving should be 
kept in strong condition by a more liberal 
diet, including upwards of 3ib. each daily of 
a balanced ration of cake and meals, one 
part decorticated cottgn cake or decorticated 
earthnut cake or extracted soya bean. meal to 
three parts crushed oats and one part bran 
would be a suitable mixture for this purpose, 
as well as for cows in milk. 


FOOD FOR YOUNG PIGS. 

Young pigs, if not suitably fed, are liable 
at, this time of the year to get a serious 
set-back after weaning. Where skimmed, 
separated or buttermilk is available there is 
usually little trouble, but in the absence of 
milk care is required. A mineral mixture is 
a valuable addition to the diet of the young 
ng at this stage, and also for sows rearing 
itters. 

Where pastures are bare, in-lamb ewes will 
require hand-feeding from now onwards. An 
allowance of one whole turnip per head given 
daily, in addition to 3lb. of a mixture of 
crushed oats and bran is beneficial, as it 
keeps the ewes in good condition. 

Farmers who intend to dispose of their 
stores during the spring should utilise con- 
centrates for producing condition. “A suitable 
mixture for this purpose can be prepared by 
using two parts crushed oats to one part soya 
bean meal or decorticated earthnut cake, fed 
at the rate of from 2 to 4Ib. per head daily.
